Passage of 
Rights Bill by 
Feb. 7 Possible

WASHINGTON (AP) - House 


passage of a civil rights bill by 
Feb. 7 appeared a string pos- 
sibility today as the result of a 
revolt in the House Rules Com- 
mittee. 


A bipartisan majority of the 


committee is preparing to seize 
*ontrol and cut off hearings on 
the bill in time to get it passed 
tefore the House takes its an- 
nual Lincoln birthday recess. 


The revolt is aimed at Chair- 


man Howard W. Smith, D-Va., 
leader of the Southern forces 
opposing the bill, who had plan- 
led to continue the hearings un- 
til the end of January. 


Smith headed off any1 attempt 


:o end the hearings Wednesday 
:>y hastily adjourning them for 
the day while his chief adver- 
saries were absent plotting stra- 
tegy. But a showdown today ap- 
peared inevitable. 


Rep. Richard Boiling, D-Mo., 


deader of the forces trying to 
speed action on the bill, said 
Wednesday night he is pre- 
3ared to force a vote on ending 
;he hearings at today's session. 
Boiling is counting on the sup- 
port of the committee's Repub- 
licans in his maneuver. There 
are 10 Democrats and 5 Repub- 
licans on the committee but 4 
of the Democrats are from the 
South. 


Pressure on the Rules Com- 


mittee to move the bill quickly 
is coming from both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican leaders 
in the House. The Democrats 
are feeling the heat from Presi- 
dent Johnson and the Republi- 
cans have decided they would 
be in a better position to hold 
Lincoln. Day rallies if they had 
helped pass a civil rights bill. 


Boiling has told Smith of his

West Told to

Cuba likely 
to Stick With 
Khrushchev 


. MOSCOW (AP)-Prime Min- 
ister Fidel Castro has put Cuba 
behind Premier Khrushchev In 
his ideological depute 
with 


Communist China following a 
Soviet pledge to pay more than 
$2.6 billion for Cuban sugar in 
the next six years. 


Castro's support of the Krem- 


lin was proclaimed in a joint 
Cuban-Soviet communique is- 
sued Wednesday night to mark 
the end of the Cuban leader's 
10-day visit to Moscow. Castro 
is with Khrushchev oh a hunt- 
ing holiday in the Ukraine. 


Castro praised Moscow's pol- 


icy of peaceful 
coexistence, 


called the treaty limiting nu- 
clear testing "a step forward to 
peace and disarmament" and 
supported 
the 
Soviet Com- 


munist party's measures "to 
remove the existing differences 
and strengthen the unity and 
cohesion of the ranks of the in- 
ternational Communist move- 
ment."

The statement appeared to 


end Castro's flirtation with Red 
China, which takes opposite po- 
sitions on all these key issues. 


Like Communist China, Cuba 


has refused to sign the Moscow- 
supported test-ban treaty. This 
has annoyed the Soviets in view 
of their heavy economic aid to 
the Caribbean nation. 


While the communique 'gave 


no specific Castro .pledge to 
sign the treaty, the Cuban gov- 
ernment praised "the successes 
achieved by the Soviet Union 
in the struggle for ending nu- 
clear tests and the agreement 
to J<eep,. nuclear weapons off 
vehicles in orbit." -^T

promise to protect Cuba from 
any U.S. invasion "with all 
means at its disposal."

Heavy Fog, 
Mist Over 
Arkansas

Heavy fog and mist over most 


of Arkansas reduced the forest 
fire danger today after a four- 
day outbreak of fire* which de- 
stroyed 15,439 acres outside the 
state's national forests. 


The threat actually dropped 


Wednesday when the Forestry 
Commission recorded only 32 
fires on 633 acres. 


The day before there were 101 


nres on 3,584 acres and Sunday, 
when the outbreak started, 79 
fires destroyed 9,654 acres. 


The four-day fire total reached 


281. An estimated 15,600 acres 
were destroyed in the national 
forests. 


Jim Talley, fire chief for the 


state Forestry Commission, said 
that conditions should not be too 
bad today because most dis- 
tricts were reporting light rain 
or mist. 


The moisture is not sufficient, 


however, to hold the danger 
down if the sun comes out again 
and the wind rises.

Debate on Tax 
Cut Likely by 
Next Week 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate 
Finance 
Committee 


aims to complete work and 
vote final approval today of the 
$11 billion tax cut bill. Debate 
by the full Senate would begin 
next week. 


President Johnson has urged 


quick passage of the measure, 
saying it will help rocket the 
economy to record heights this 
year. 


The committee vaulted a high 


hurdle Wednesday, 
approving 


unanimously the rate reduc- 
tions for individuals that had 
been written in the bill origi- 
nally pased by the House. 


The senators made only one 


change. They adopted Presi- 
dent Johnson's proposal to put 
the new 14 per cent withholding 
rate into effect as soon as the 
measure becomes law. 


The House version, 
which 


contemplated 
enactment 
in 


1963, would have dropped the 
withholding rate from 18 per 
cent to 15 per cent in 1964, and 
then to 14 per cent in 1965. 


After it became obvious that 


reductions could not become 
legally effective until perhaps 
March, Johnson asked that the 
two-step drop in the withhold- 
ing rate be junked and the 14 
per cent rate be established im- 
mediately. 
, The total cut for individuals 
is estimated at $9 billion when 


e measure takes full effect. 
The individual rate cuts in 


the bill would mean a tax cut 
averaging about 19 per cent for 
all taxpayers. 
It 
would be 


somewhat more than this for 
those in the bottom and top 
brackets, less through the mid- 
dle ranges. 


Two-thirds of the rate cuts 


would be effective for 1964, with 
the reductions made retroac- 
tive to Jan. 1, and one-thid in 
1965. 


A new range of 14 to 70 per 


cent would be substituted for 
the 20 to 91 per cent rates of 
present'law. 


As it passed the House, the 


bill called for over-all tax cuts 
for individuals and corporations 
totaling $11.1 billion. Congres- 
sional experts said this now had 
been boosted to about $11.5 bil- 
lion by a series of changes 
made by the Finance Commit- 
tee.

Services to 
Discourage 
Smoking

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


op doctors of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force have recom- 
mended steps aimed at discour- 
aging smoking among the 2.7 
Tiillion men and women in uni- 
form, it was learned today. 


There would be no attempt to 


prohibit cigarette smoking, The 
Associated Press was told, but 
:he military surgeon general 
proposed: 


1. An educational program in- 


:ended to point out to all serv- 
ice people the potentially har- 
ful effects of smoking. 


2. An end to service participa- 


tion in what one surgeon general 
called "promotional schemes.1' 
Under this heading, he included 
gifts of cigarettes to military 
hospitals. 


The surgeons general met 


Wednesday with Dr. Shirley C. 
Risk, the Defense Department's 
aealth director. They discussed 
the Public Health Service's re- 
cent report linking cigarette 
smoking with lung cancer and 
various other life-shortening dis- 
eases. 


Afterward, the Defense De- 


partment said, "No decisions 
were made on possible actions 
concerning the ather" and that 
the subject would be studied fur- 
ther. 


This gave the impression the 


meeting ended 
inconclusively. 


But Fisk told The AP in em- 
phatic tones that it was a con- 
clusive session and that he ex- 
pected a common 
policy to 


emerge for all the services. 


He declined to go into detail 


pending an expected formal an- 
nouncement.

President Sukarno declared to- 
night Indonesia will continue 
its hostile confrontation policy 
against Malaysia. 


"Onward: No retreat!" The 


president said, repeating a slo- 
gan that hostility toward Ma- 
laysia would continue until the 
new country is crushed. 


Sukarno's remarks came on- 


ly hours after he and Atty. Gen. 
Kobert F. Kennedy issued state- 
ments saying there would be a 
cease-fire along the Malaysia- 
Indonesian border and that In- 
donesia would work lor another 
summit conference on the Ma- 
laysia crisis. 


At the same time Informa- 


tion Minister Roeslan Abdulga- 
ni declared in a radio address 
that Sukarno's agreement i'or a 
cease-fire and to work for a 
new summit conference did not 
mean that confrontation has 
been terminated.

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP)- 


U.S. Atty. Gen. Robert F. Ken- 
nedy's Malaysia mission was 
crowned with success today. In- 
donesia and Malaysia agreed to 
stop the fighting along tiieir 
Borneo border and to join the 
Philippines in a conference of 
foreign ministers. 


After announcement of the 


agreement, Kennedy flew to 
Bangkok, Thailand, for three 
hours of conferences with Thai 
officials. He was to go on to 
London to give British officials 
a review of his talks in Asia. 


The attorney general said he 


hoped the foreign ministers' 
meeting would lead to a new 
summit conference of the prin- 
cipals in the Malaysia dispute- 
Indonesian President\ Sukarno, 
prime Minister TunkiivAbdul 
RahmaH'of .Malaysia and Phil- 
ippine President Diosdado Mac- 
apagal.

NEW YORK(AP) -A top 


concert pianist gets from $500 to 
$6,000 an appearance. 


There are perhaps some 25 of 


these keyboard artists in the na- 
tion. One of the best is John 
Browning, 30, a slender and 
handsome bachelor, who start- 
ed picking out tunes at the age 
of 3 and started taking lessons 
at 5. 


He made his first debut at 10, 


but didn't become a profession- 
al in public until he had reached 
the ripe age of 20. 


"Both my parents are musi- 


cians, and they didn't want to 
rush me too fast," Browning ex- 
plained. "The child prodigy bit 
can be dangerous." 


"The public sometimes gets 


tired of hearing him, and de- 
cides he doesn't sound so im- 
pressive after he grows up. 
Also, the artist himself can get 
bored if he starts too soon. By 
50 he's tired of the business," 
he said. 


Browning, who comes from 


Denver, Colo., and Los Angeles, 
became an international musi- 
cal figure in 1956 when he won 
the gold medal award in Brus- 
sels. Since then he has per- 
formed with most of the great 
orchestras here and in Europe. 


"It's 
a 
highly competitive 


field," he said. "This seems to 
be an age of pianists, and tal- 
ent at present seems to come 
mostly from the United States 
and Russia, rather than West- 
ern Europe. 


"Men 
outnumber 
women 


about 10-1. Women either get 
married or weary of a concert 
artist's life. It can be rough." 


The chief ordeal is the con- 


stant travel. 


"Another 
problem 
is 
the 


shortage of porters at rail term- 
inals," he said. "If I have to 
carry my own luggage — it 
weighs about 60 pounds — it 
pulls my 
arm 
muscles 
the 


wrong way, and I'm afraid it 
could affect my performance." 


Browning now solves this by 


wiring ahead for a messenger to 
meet him at the station. 


Other woes of the concert ar- 


tist's life: Poor acoustics, bad 
pianos, the social receptions 
that inevitably follow a concert, 
"and, above all, the constant. 
need of keeping up your stand- 
ard, to key yourself up to play 
your best no matter how you 
feel physically." 


He spends anywhere from up 


to 14 hours a clay at the piano, 
has committed to memory 30 
concertos and more than 10 
hours of solo music. This means 
he could play about 40 hours 
continuously without repeating 
a work. 


Browning would seem a high- 


ly eligible Leap Year candidate 
for marriage, but says he is 
kept so busy that he hasn't yet 
been able lo find the right girl.

that the net worth claimed by 
'ormer Senate aide Robert G. 
Baker increased from $11,025 in 
1954 to $2,166,886 on Feb. 1, 1963. 


Lorin H. Drennan Jr., an of- 


ficial of the Government Ac- 
counting Office, told the Senate 
Rules Committee that the fig- 
ures were shown in financial 
statements filed by Baker with 
various banks in connection 
with loan applications. 


Baker, 35, a former Senate

or the very first time. We were 
trying to make it as successful 
as the other competitions, and 
then this terrible thing hap- 
pens." 


Kay-Skrzpeski, a Polish-born 


British citizen who fled from 
Nazi-occupied Poland in 1940, 
was the second fatality in the 
last two Olympics. 


At the 1960 Summer Games in 


Rome, cyclist Knud Enemark

Refunds—If too much tax \va

proposals may aid in this in the 
final six months of the year. He 
is asking Congress for $3.4 bil- 
lion in new foreign aid funds in 
the fiscal year starting July 1, 
the lowest request since 1948. 
And, more importantly perhaps 
he is promising further econo- 
mies in other forms of dollar 
outflows from government pro- 
grams. 


The businessmen's estimates

2. For more detailed informa- 


tion than you find in this series 
or the instruction sheet, get 
"Your Federal Income Tax" 
from the nearest IRS office.

Deductions—Claim 
all 
you 


can to reduce your income be- 
fore what's left is taxable. Ex- 
amples: 
State income taxes, 


house mortgage interest, state 
gasoline taxes, charitable con- 
tributions. 


Everyone, without the need to 


itemize his deductions or prove 
he had them, gets a standard 
deduction of 10 per cent of his 
income up to a limit of $1,000 
for non-business expenses. Ex- 
ample: Charitable contributions 
medical bills, interest on the 
house mortgage. 


If your expenses were higher 


than the standard allows for, 
then itemize them and claim 
them in full. 


Note 
this: 
When 
married 


couples file separate returns 
each is allowed a standard de- 
duction of no more than $500 
each.

:ommit costly1 errors in filing a 
return on 1963 income if you do 
not understand how to figure 
your tax. Here are the ground 
rules to follow in working out 
four tax. This is the third of

You may save on your 1961 


income tax return by under- 
standing the rules that apply to 
people figuring their own tax 
and the rules on husbands am 
wives, including their cxemp 
tions. 


If your income was $5,000 01 


more you must figure your tax 
You will find the tax rate whicl 
fits you in one of the schedules 
in the instruction sheet sen 
taxpayers by the Internal Pev 
enue Service. 


People with under $5,000 in-' 


come, without figuring, can find 
their tax in a table also con- 
tained in the instruction sheet. 
They can also figure their own 
if for some reason, like big de- 
ductions, they save by it. 


The rules on the three tax 


rate schedules: 


Single persons and married 


couples filing separately must 
use schedule No. 1, which has 
the highest tax rate. 


Married people filing a joint 
eturn, and certain widows and 
widowers use Schedule No. 2, 
which has the lowest tax rate. 


Unmarried or legally separat- 
d people who qualify as "head 
)f household" use schedule No. 
, which provides a lower lax 
han No. 1 but higher than 
Vo. 2. 


Some rules on husbands and 


wives: 


A husband and wife must both 
ign a return for it to be joint. 
{ wife with $600 of income 
nust, like anyone else with that 
much income, file a return, sep- 
arately or jointly with her hus- 
)and. 


Most couples save by filing 


ointly because they can use 
schedule No. 2 with its lowest 
.ax rate. In some special cases 
hey save by separate returns, 
even though they have to use 
schedule No. 1, with its highest 
•ate. If in doubt, figure your 
ax both ways. 
Exemptions: $600 for yourself 


when you file a return and are 
under 65; $1,200 if you are over 
55; an additional $600 if. you're 
blind at any age. You get the 
same exemptions for your wife 
if she fits the rules. 


If you're under 65 and had a 


taxable income of $600 or more 
you must file a return. If you're 
over 65 you don't have to file 
unless your income was $1,200 
or more. The same goes for 
your wife. 


When a husband and wife file 


jointly, each claims u $600 ex- 
emption on that joint return. If 
you and your wife file separate- 
ly, you each claim your .own 
$600 exemption on your separate 
returns. 


When 
you 
file 
separately, 


both must accept the standard 
deduction without itemizing or, 
if one itemizes, then both must 
itemize and use Form 1040. 


A single person or a couple 


filing 
jointly are 
allowed 
a 


standard deduction of 10 per 
cent of their income up to a 
limit of $1,000 for nonbusiness 
expenses. 


This doesn't apply for married 


couples filing separately. In that 
case on their separate returns 
each can take the standard de- 
duction of 10 per cent of income 
up to a limit of $500.

You knock $600 off your in- 


come—before what's left is tax- 
able—for each examption you 
can claim in filing your 1963 in- 
come tax return. 


A person filing a return gets 


a $600 exemption for himself if 
he is under 65. an additional 
$600 if he's 65, and $600 if he's 
blind. He gets the same for his 
wife. 


The person filing a return also 


gets a $600 exemption for each 
person he can claim as a de- 
pendent but he doesn't get any 
extra $600 if the dependent is 65 
or blind. 


Who's a dependent? It varies. 
Your child can be claimed as 


a dependent if he was born or 
died in 1963 (but not a stillborn 
child) if you contributed to more 
than half his support in that part 
of the year when he was alive. 


Age is a vital factor in decid- 


ing whether you can claim your 
own child as a dependent, or a 
stepchild or adopted child. The 
age is 19. 


If he was under 19 and you 


provided more than half his s'up- 
port, you can claim him as a de- 
pendent and it wouldn't make 
any difference 
how much in- 


come he had, under or over 
$600. 


But if he was over 19 and had 


$600 or 
more 
income—even 


though you contributed more 
than

support—you
